COMMERCIAL   FERTILIZERS. 


The  "Act  to  Prevent  Fraud  in  the  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Commercial 
Fertilizers"  in  Illinois  was  first  passed  in  1885  and  has  been  in  force  since 
that  time. 

The  intent  of  the  law  is  to  prevent  or  expose  and  punish  fraud  and  to 
protect  purchasers  and  honest  manufacturers. 

It  requires  the  manufacturer,  importer  or  party  causing  it  to  be  soid  or 
offered  for  sale,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  an 
application  for  license  for  the  sale  of  such  brands  as  they  desire  to  offer  for 
sale  in  this  State,  which  application  shall  state  the  name  of  the  fertilizer, 
name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  and  a  chemical  analysis,  over  the 
signature  of  a  competent  chemist,  giving  the  percentage  of  nitrogen,  in  an 
available  form,  of  potassium  soluble  in  water,  and  of  phosphorus  in  an  avail- 
able form  (soluble  or  reverted)  as  well  as  the  total  phosphorus. 

The  manufacturer  or  person  desiring  to  sell  the  same  is  also  required  to 

send  a  sample  of  any  brands  of  fertilizers  he  may  desire  to   sell   in  Illinois 

to  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  which  samples  are  analyzed  by  the  chemist 

^-employed  by  said  board,  to  ascertain  if  they  come  up  to  the  guarantee  of  the 

^  manufacturer. 

Agents  dealing  in  fertilizers  in  this  State  should  have  the  assurance  from 
^their  manufacturers  that  they  have  complied  with  the  law  regulating  the 
sale  of  the  same,  as  the  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof  are  very  severe. 

The  attention  of  all  prospective  purchasers  is  called  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  this  report,  and  all  are  warned  not 
to  purchase  any  fertilizer  that  is  not  sold  under  a  license  issued  bythe  State 
Board  of  Agriculture. 

This  department  will  appreciate  any  information  that  will  lead  to  the 
punishment  of  any  manufacturer,  firm  or  agent  violating  the  law  and  will 
promptly  investigate  any  complaints  filed. 

The  fertilizer  output  in  Illinois  is  greater  today  than  ever  before,  and  they 
have  become  a  necessity  to  the  successful  farmer.  It  behooves  every  pro- 
spective purchaser  to  know  what  he  is  getting,  and  the  department  stands 
ready  and  willing  to  give  any  assistance  that  will  enable  him  to  do  so. 

Herein  will  be  found  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer,  the  name 
of  the  brand  and  a  chemical  analysis  of  every  fertilizer  licensed  for  sale  in 
this  State  ini  1911,  and  no  other  could  be  legally  sold  at  a  price  in  excess  of 
five  dollars  per  ton,

An  Act  to  prevent  fraud  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  commercial  fertilizer*. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  repre- 
sented in  the  General  Assembly:  That  any  person  or  company  who  shall  offer, 
sell  or  expose  for  sale  in  this  State  any  commercial  fertilizer,  the  price  of 
which  exceeds  five  dollars  a  ton,  shall  affix  to  every  package  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  the  outside  thereof  a  plainly  printed  certificate,  stating  the  number  of 
net  pounds  in  the  packages  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  the  name  or  trade  mark 
under  which  the  article  is  sold,  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  place 
of  manufacture,  and  a  chemical  analysis  stating  the  percentage  of  nitrogen, 
in  available  form,  of  potassium,  soluble  in  water,  and  the  phosphorus  in  an 
available  form  (soluble  or  reverted),  as  well  as  the  total  phosphorus. 

2.  Before  any  commercial  fertilizer  is  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  the  manu- 
facturer, importer  or  party  who  causes  it  to  be  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  referred  to  in  Section  1  of  this  Act, 
and  shall  deposit  with  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  of  Agriculture  a  sealed 
glass  jar  containing  not  less  than  one  pound  of  the  fertilizer,  accompanied 
with  an  affidavit  that  it  is  a  fair  average  sample. 

3.  The  manufacturer,  importer  or  agent  of  any  commercial  fertilizer 
exceeding  five  dollars  per  ton  in  price  shall  pay  annually,  on  or  before  the 
first  of  May,  a  license  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for  the  privilege  of  selling  or 
offering  for  sale  within  the  State,  said  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Illinois  State  Board  of  Agriculture:  Provided,  that  whenever  the  manufac- 
turer or  importer  shall  have  paid  the  license  fee  herein  required  for  any  person 
acting  as  agent  for  such  manufacturer  or  importer,  such  agent  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  the  fee  named  in  this  section. 

4.  All  analyses  of  commercial  fertilizers  sold  within  the  State  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  paid  for 
out  of  funds  arising  from  license  fees  as  provided  for  in  Section  3.  At  least 
one  analysis  of  each  fertilizer  shall  be  made  annually. 

5.  Any  person  or  party  who  shall  offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  commer- 
cial fertilizer  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  1,  2  and  3  of 
this  Act,  or  who  shall  permit  an  analysis  to  be  attached  to  any  package  of 
such  fertilizer,  stating  that  it  contains  a  larger  percentage  of  any  one  or  more 
of  the  constituents  named  in  Section  1  of  this  Act  than  it  really  does  contain, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not 


less  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  every  subsequent  offense;  and  the  offender 
in  all  cases  shall  be  liable  for  damages  sustained  by  the  purchaser  of  such 
fertilizer u  Provided,  however,  that  a  deficiency  of  one  per  cent  of  the  nitrogen, 
potassium  or  phosphorus  claimed  to  be  contained  shall  not  be  considered  as 
evidence  of  fraudulent  intent. 

6.  Suit  may  be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  fines  or  damages  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  in  the  county  where  the  fertilizer  was  offered  for  sale, 
or  where  it  was  manufactured;  and  all  fines  so  recovered  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  by  the  court  collecting  the 
same.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  after  payment  of 
expenses  for  analysis  and  the  publication  of  the  annual  report  relating  to  the 
analysis,  use  and  results  obtained  from  fertilizers,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury 
of  the  State  any  surplus  remaining  in  his  hands  on  account  of  license  fees 
and  fines  received  through  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

7.  The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  publish  annually  a  cor- 
rect report  of  all  analyses  made  and  certificates  filed,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  moneys  received  on  account  of  license  fees  and  fines,  and  expended 
for  analyses  and  publication  of  the  report  relating  to  fertilizers. 

8.  The  officers  and  members  of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Agriculture  or 
any  person  authorized  by  said  board  is  hereby  empowered  to  select  from  any 
package  of  commercial  fertilizers  exposed  for  sale  in  any  county  of  Illinois 
a  quantity  not  exceeding  two  pounds,  which  quantity  shall  be  for  analysis  to 
compare  with  the  sample  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, as  provided  for  in  Section  2  of  this  Act,  and  with  the  printed  cer- 
tificate found  on  the  given  package  found  on  sale. 

9.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  fines  under  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
brought  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  name  of  the 
People  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Approved  June  29,  1885.
